Here it would stop were it not for another 
well known principle that has been taken 
advantage of; and that is the principle 
that like poles of magnets repel each other, 
and unlike poles attract. On the top of 
each helix, therefore, is arranged a small 
magnet in such a way that it is parallel 
with the axis of the helix, and that it can 
work up and down like a see-saw, but so 
that the north pole, say, is towards the 
starting point, and is heavier and will stay 
down when nothing disturbs it. The} 
operation begins by pushing a car towards 
the first helix, north pole ahead. As soon 
as it gets near enough to the poised mag- 
net the two north poles repel each other 
and up goes the north pole and down goes 
the south pole which is attracted by the 
north pole of the car. This falling of the 
south pole brings it in contact with a wire, 
completes the circuit, and sends a current 
of electricity through the helix, The car 
then just bounds forward to get in, but by 
the time it is half way in the little magnet 
on top of the helix has seesawed back to 
to its original position, its north pole being | 
attracted by the rear end of the car which 
is its south pole. The current is thus cut 
out from the helix, and it ceases to have 
any more power. But immediately the 
front end of the car is far enough advanced | 
to act on the magnet on top of the next 
helix, and the operation of the first is | 
repeated, sucking the car into the second. | 
And so it goes on through any number of | 
coils. It is simplicity itself. |

can be used on a large scale for the pro-

The great temptation now is to over deco- 
rate. Ryeninal of many rooms of am- 
ple size one can easily produce the effect of 
over crowding, whilein the small apartments 
socommon in large cities it is very difficult 
to avoid it. 

It seems as if the decorator suffered from 
an “embarrasdes richesses.” The temptation 
to use all the devices at hand is often too 
strong to be withstood, and accordingly pan- 
eled wainscots, carved pilasters, wooden 
ceilings with heavy transverse rafters, tapes- 
tries, rugs, bric-a-brac, stained glass and all 
the rest of it play a prominent part in help- 
ing to disfigure and distort many asmall 
room that by judicious treatment might have 
been cozy, artistic, and, above all, habitable. 
We may have toomany rugs on the floor, too 
many portieres and scarfs, too much bric-a- 
brac. In other words, too much decorative 
art is not decorative. 

The prime use of an apartment must al- 
ways be remembered. If it is only for the 
display of a collection of objects, then the 
air of a museum is not objectionable.
